Since the present Government 
took office British Columbia’s 
roads end trails have increased 
enormously. In 1t17 the Province 
had 124528 miles of roads end 
8.000 miles of trails. To-day it 
he* 16,COO mile* of roads and 
9.200 miles of trails.

After Nights 
of Coughing 


One statement which the Livestock Commix- 
aioncr for British Columbia made to- the dairy¬ 
men in convention the other day illustrates in 
itaelf how several district* in the Province might 
be made a good deal more prosperous by even a 
moderate expansion of the dairying industry. He 
declared that British Columbia produces only 
twenty-five per cent, of the bacon and pork which 
it require* for,its awn. aanaumplion. B ui this in}-, 
portent tmth by no means .gives an adequate 
conceptiony>f the shortage in. production of the 
prime essentials of food. 

Kor the fiscal year 1922-1923 it was neoesaary 
te import into British Columbia for its own need* 
89387 head of swine practically the whole of 
which were requited for immediate slaughter. In 
addition in'Hits "largo number there wero also 
required no leu than 2,322.000 pounds of pork 
and pork products. These items only deal with 
a portion of the foodstuffs which the human 
family demands for its dining table. During the 
same period to which we have referred British 
Columbia was compelled to import as many as 
27,453 head of beef for immediate slaughter and 
supplement this “food on the hoof” with 
2,156,000 pounds of beef and veal in the dressed 
state. Nor ia this all. Our half a million people 
were short of sheep for their own requirement* in 
1922-1923 to the tune of 58,709 head aa well a* 
1,853,000 pounds of mutton m butcher-shop state. 

In connection with hog production it is a well- 
known fact that many farmers shy at the industry 
because of the cost of feed. Let this contention 
he granted up to a certain point. But is it not 
a fact that many of the fmit farmers of the 
Okanagan Valley find it extremely difficult 
to market their crops at a price that will pay 
thtm for their trouble! Is it not equally true that 
if many of these growers were to sandwich a more 
active interest in the dairying possibilities of 
rural enterprise between their single line of ef¬ 
fort they would assure a continuous means of 
ready cash and assist the Province to greater 
independence in the matter of its food in general 1 

It is declared by experts that a great part 
of the Okauagnn Valley and several other sec¬ 
tions of the Province should be producing more 
pork and mutton. Fruit growers-are differently 
placed from the ordinary agriculturist who has 
gone in for mixed fanning on a smaller scale. 
Feed cost, for instance, in the ease of hog raising 
is a less formidable problem to the orchardist be¬ 
cause the considerable amount of fruit which rots 
on the ground makes excellent feed_for swine. 
And it is also pointed out in connection with this 
particular territory that many more sheep could 
be raised on the mulching crops without any loss 
in fertilizer. 

Volumes of figures could he quoted to show 
that although there is every facility to produce 
it in British Columbia, we are still ’compelled to 
foot a bill of more than $16,000,000 a year for 
foodstuffs. Surelv here is an argument not only 
in favor of morc'intensjve culture by those who 
are already here; but an argument that imme¬ 
diately discounts the contention of some trades 
unionists who consider it necessary to find every 
man a job before preaching Canada’s need for 
more people. Reduced to cold fact it means that 
if British Colombia cannot put itself on the credit 
side in the matter of dairy products alone, 
thereby automatically building up the right kind 
of prosperity, there is something wrong with us.

Jan 14.—The attitude of 
the Anglican Church toward faith 
healing will be revolutionised If fav¬ 
orable action Is taken on a report 
prepared by the committee which the 
“Archbishop of Canterbury appointed, 
to study the matter. This commit¬ 
tee consists of seven bishops, headed 
• by tlu^JJishop of oxford, five lead¬ 
ing doctors and eight ministers. It 
_sraa appointed to investigate faith 
healing ami make formal recommen¬ 
dations for or* ag a i n st its a doption 
by the Church. 

The full report‘now issued this 
week recommends. In effect, that 
methods hitherto confined to the 
Church of Christ. Scientist, or to 
psycho-analysts should be established 
as part of the Anglican ritual. There 
is an important distinction, however, 
in that while the majority of the 
faith healing cults flout the medical 
profession, the Church dr England 
committee does not disdain doctors, 
but proposes that ihe direct power of 
moral and spiritual suggestion be 
allied with scientific knowledge.

“no sick person must look to 
clergymen to do what it is ths 
duty of physicians and surgeons 
to c*o.” 

At ths same tiros, in the sug- 
restion of two forme of service 
fer us- in anointfng ths sick, ths 
committee declares “thgre if con¬ 
siderable evidence thaf'those who 
definitely apply truth* of Chris¬ 
tianity to patients suffering in 
mind end body b^ve obtained re¬ 
markable* recuRe «n mny cases.” 
DESIRE MEDICAL AID 

They add. however, that they 
have found “no case ef healing 
which cannot be peralleled by 
similar cures wrought by psycho¬ 
therapy without religion and by 
instances of spontaneous healing 
which often occur in tho qraveet 
case* of ordinary medical prac¬ 
tice.** 

Similarly. ihe committer found no 
raa« j* in which those practicing spiri¬ 
tual healing did not desire to work 
with the medical profession. 

Ths report scores severely the 
amateur healers proeticinq phqy- 
ecology as a treatment for dis¬ 
ease. tt is declared the commit¬ 
tee “cannot be blind to the fact 
that ths exponents of some of 
these methods have departed 
from legitimate fields of scien¬ 
tific investigation and have oroo* 
agstsd views that are subversive 
both of moral and rebqious prin¬ 
ciples.” It is stressed alto that 
“forces may bs released in the 
patient’s mind which an amateur 
healsr .is incapable of con¬ 
trolling.” 

Dr. J. A. Hadfleld. leading physi¬ 
cian. who is a member of Ihr com¬ 
mittee. mnkes a point of the fact that 
moat hinting cults—he excepts from 
this criticism the Emanuel Movement 
- In Boston —make the mistake of fall¬ 
ing to discriminate between orgnnic 
discus* ; and those orglnnting in the 
mind.. He joints out that the com¬ 
mittee' investigated eases of reported 
cures of organic disease, but found 
nothing to prove that organic disease 
can 4 m* so cured. 

On the other hand, he is definite. 
In asserting that disease not organic 
can i*e cured by faith treatment. 

"Medical men." this doctor de¬ 
clares. “are almost unanimous in 
ho’ding that we cannot cure by men¬ 
tal or splrtual means the so-CAlled 
organic diseases like cancer or tuber¬ 
culosis. but only .those conditions like 
hysteria, neurosis and neurasthenia 
nr shell shock, which arises from a 
disturbance In the emotional life."

Paris, Jan. 24.—There is perhaps

.ordinary* French cure. He has one 
■atm in life and only one, ami to ac¬ 
complish It he will gladly cant evety- 
thing of material value overboard 
and go and live in a decrepit barge 
on the hanks of the Seine You can 
find him in the most unexpected 
places, performing his dally task in 
the humblest of ways and gaining 
very ttTtte Teirard for It. 

Half-way down the Quai des Or- 
fevres. in the old world section of 
the city, there is a worn-out scow 
covered with the accumulated moss 
•nd mold of incalculable years. it 
is moored in the Beige, snuggling 
close into the granite walls, an an¬ 
achronism In the shadow of garish 
architecture The most noticeable 
thing about the barge, aside from Its 
appa ren t incongruity, is the curious 
little Tower which tops It. Yellow¬ 
ish green in color. It has a sort of 
tipsy look aa if it had alighted on the 
barge by mistake and didn't really 
belong there. 

The scow is a floating chapel for 
bargemen and rjffraff of the Heine. 
Inside you will Usually find Mon¬ 
seigneur Plateau, a kindly old cleric 
who has given up the whole of hla 
life to educate his TrieHds- seamen 
and fishermen and their children. 
He has a tiny houseboat where he 
live* himself, a donation of a convert 
who had become prosperous, moored 
not far off. and his erect figure can 
be seen sometimes late at night 
pacing the deck. 

When he was asked what made 
him give up his life to the education 
of these humble folk hia answer was 
as simple as you could wish. 

"You see. I wan the son of a school¬ 
master in the North of F ranee." he 
explained.. "Bo I was tmprcfaed 
from my earliest childhood with the 
ignorance of the children of barge¬ 
men with whom 1 was placed. I 
played all day long, my father’s 
school being on the Bensca Canal. 
When 1 grew up I wanted to help 
them and. to educate them. Thanks 
to aid fmm outside. 1 was able to 
found 'L’Oeuvre des Petits Mar- 
wh i n. ' I w tit . -is(*r k Oe~- 

veloped Into a fairly large under¬ 
taking. I had to start schools and 
clubs, often very primitive, but they 
served my purpose and helped the 
bargemen while they were in the 
larger cRlfeg.”

SEDIMENT IN RADIATOR 

Overheating may often be traced 
to sediment in the radiator which 
cuts off free radiation of heat. This 
may be removed usuaUv by the use 
of a saturated solution of washing 
soda and water. f>urlng the hot 
weather each year. It Is well to fill 
the cooHng system witlr a solution of* 
this sort and run the engine for 
several hours. Then drain this solu¬ 
tion off and refill the system with 
clean water. 

If. In the system used, a pump is 
employed, the upper hose should be 
disconnected from the radiator and 
the engine mould p* run to pump 
the solution out of the system. At 
the same time fresh water run from 
a hose or other source should be fed 
Into the top of the radiator ga fast 
n> It Is pumped out and thus flush 
the entire system before connecting 
up the hose again. 

When the thermo-syphon system Is 
used, which does not employ a 
pump, it Is of course. Impossible to 
do this. But one should remove both 
upper and lower hose connections 
uftbr running the engine with the 
solution and wash It out as well aa 
possible with fresh water.. A hose 
Inserted la the upper connection «of 
the cylinder would force o’ * all the 
solution with a collection of sedi¬ 
ment. and the same process with 
the rad la tty o ti|ht te c| P n It. o ut.
